l'RISON XAIÍOK. 
Director Ilendrlek* W ants to Kesclml 
the Action of the Folsom Meeting. 
San Quentin, April 4th.—[Special ]—The 
Board of Prison Directors met at 0 A. M. 
to day. Present—Directors Boggs, Hend­ 
ricks) Devlin, Sonntag and Wilkins. The 
monthly bills were audited and ordered 
paid. Director Hendricks brought up the 
question of prison labor and introduced 
the following, which, alter a lengthy dis­ 
cussion, was laid upon the table: 
The follow ing protest and resolutions against 
the action of the Prison Directors at Folsom 
Prison on the 19th ultimo, resolving to shut 
down all industries excepting the jute works, 
are hereby respectfully presented : 
I will not invoke argument to prove, but as­ 
sume as facts susceptible of demonstration, that 
every individual must labor for his subsistence, 
and for his moral welfare and happiness; that 
labor is necessary as a preventive to crime, and 
equality necessary to reform from criminal life; 
aud this universal law of labor applies without 
exception to every human being, whether bond 
or free. 
Ignorance of how to work, or a disposition to 
avoid this inexorable labor requirement, is a 
fruitful source of crime, and obedience to it is 
both preventive and reformatory. 
There is no “convict labor"’ but that coniliets 
M 
...............all free 
to out 
put.All classes of society should bear, as nearly os 
possible, their just proportion of the expense of 
prison support. 
To put all the prison inmates, or large num­ 
bers of them, to work at the same occupation 
(as. for example, formerly ut Sing Sing and Fol­ 
som, where at the former prison nearly a thou­ 
sand prisoners were employed in foundry work, 
or at Folsom, where a lai^e proportion of the 
convicts were employed in quarrying and cut- 


(eithcr present or prospectlvely) will a 
labor in the saíne line, proportionately I 


of the prison burden. 
The best and, as it seems to me, the only way 
to avoid this wrong is to multiply and diversify 
trades and occupations as far as at all possible, 
thereby minimizing the objections to convict 
labor. This course would he in Ihe line ok the 
best interest of the prisoner—ana the best inter­ 
est of the prisoner is always the best interest of 
society—in furnishing the prison authorities a 
greater variety from which to select a trade or 
business adapted to each prisoner, and tvhieh is 
calculated to enable him to go out into society a 
self-supporting citizen. 
This the Board, in the interest of good man­ 
agement, have not only the undoubted right, 
but it is their duty. To do it nullifies no law, it 
renders less valuable no property of the State, it 
minimizes the objections to convict labor, and 
benefits society in benefiting the prisoner. 
since such is the case, there should be no con­ 
flict of feeling on the subject; for that u hteh is 
for the best interest of the whole, i», or ought to 
tie, fur the best interest oi every part. But so 
far as the action of the Directors is at present 
concerned, it is unnecessary for the Board to 
inquire which system is right or which wrong, 
from any standpoint. 
Our piain duty is to execute ¡he law a. we 
find it, and to carry out tire system provided for 
by legislative act, in the best aud least objec­ 
tionable manner. 
The State has appropriated large amounts of 
money iu providing the present system (whether 
right or not), so as to provide profitable labor 
for its convicts; and it is not ior us ¡o arbitrarily 
judge of that policy, but to carry .out the plain 
intent, without question as to whether right or 
wrong; particularly after having especially re­ 
ported the whole subject to ttie Legislature for 
so'ution, without its dictating any change. 
The Board is simply clothed with the power 
to superintend within the law; not the power 
to nullify statutory provisions or to de-troy 
property; end I fear restraining action to pre­ 
vent the carrying out of the resolution pa-std 
at the lust meeting of the Board at Fols mi 
While tire manufacture of jute goods is at 
present not materially in conflict with free Ic­ 
hor." and is of great importance to the farming 
interests of the State, it ought to tic encouraged ; 
bnt as the prisoners ia that business are taught 
a pursuit which they cannot utilize when they 
get out—left without a business or trade for self­ 
support, and which tends to force them into 
crime and back into prison again—therefore 
lie itResotrcd. That the resolution stopping the 
manufacture ol “all goods or articles oí any 
kind, except jule goods, at either prison, for 
sale,” passed at ihe last meeting ol the Board at 
Folsom on the 19th tilt., be rescinded. 
Rfsolred, That the Wardens of each prison he 
requested, instead of stopping industries, to in­ 
crease the number indefinitely und to work a* few 
convicts as possible on anyone-braneh, thereby 
benefiting the prisoner, benefiting society, and 
minimizing the cau-e of free labor objections. 
INDIGNANT NATIVES. 
Ih e Spanish Population of .Monterey 
Waut a B porter's Scalp. 
M o n t e r e y , April 4th.— The burning of 
the Hotel Del M< nto is slill the excitement 
in Monterey. Nothing can be ascertained 
as to how soon the railroad company will 
begin to rebuild. To-day the Del Monte 
grounds present a lonely appearance. Not 
a soul can be seen upon the grounds, with 
the exception of about a dozen who are 
clearing around the foundations and bat­ 
tering down the brick chimneys, so as to 
pervent any accident. A watchman is 
kept night and day watching over the 
ruins and keeping people from looking for 
any of the lost valuables. One man, who 
lost about $100, has been all day working 
with a spade throwing Ihe dirt on a plank 
and searching for his lost treasure. The 
company’s safe, which went through the 
lire, has’ been opened and the contents 
found to be saved. 
The people of Monterey are greatly of­ 
fended over the statement of the Post re­ 
porter in regard to Mexican depredations, 
in which he accuses them of stealing 
everything that they could lay their hands 
on, and even accuses women of having 
taken a hand. Said slaiement is a false­ 
hood in every respect. Your reporter was 
present, and even the managers speak 
highly of the manner in which the citizens 
of Monterey took a hand and tried to save 
the effects from the burning building. The 
company had men stationed all around the 
grounds, and il would have beeu impossi­ 
ble for any one to steal anything without 
being detected ; and if the reporter referred 
to ever conies to Monterey it will not do for 
him to introduce himself to the Mexican 
citizens of this burg. 
It is rumored that the company will 
have 300 men to clear away the debris 
some time this week. Should they rebuild 
at once, Monterey will experience another 
boom like that inaugurated when the 
building of the old Del Monte was begun. 


FROM THE ORIENT. 
The Peking Arrives with 1,100 Chinnmen 
anil Three Cases of Small-pox. 
San F rancisco, April 4th—[Special.]— 
The steamer City of Peking arrived this 
afternoon from Hongkong, via Yokohama, 
bringing 1.100 Chinese, among whom 
small-pox had broken out ten days after 
leaving Hongkong. 
Word was sent to 
Quarantine Oilieer McAllister while the 
vessel was yet outside the Heads, and the 
usual searching force of Customs Inspect­ 
ors was ordered to await further report 
before boarding the vessel. Dr. McAllis­ 
ter boarded the steamer outside the Heads 
and found three eases of small-pox. The 
yellow Hag was ordered raised and the ves­ 
sel placed under the strictest quarantine. 
The infected Chinese will be placed in the 
pest-house, while the passengers in the 
cabin will be also kept in quarantine until 
it is certain they have not been infected. 
The mails, after thorough fumigation, were 
landed, and before distribution received 
another fumigation in the I’ostofflce. 
Anorher Place Has a Room. 
Lancaster, April 4th.—The recent rich 
discoveries in the Frazier mountains, in 
Pieru District, and the vicinity of Gorman’s 
Station, has created an excitement in that 
section. New and large stamp mills will 
be put up at once, and a rush of mining 
men to that point has already begun. 
In Antelope valley a vast amount of 
Government land has been recently filed 
upon by actual setilers, who, with their 
families and teams and movables, come 
in from all points. The hotel accommo­ 
dations at Lancaster are utterly insufficient 
to accommodate the increased travel. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad is doing 
double its usual amount of passenger busi­ 
ness at Lancaster. 
Tired of Playing King. 
San Francisco, April 4th—[Special.]— 
Advices received to-day by the steamer 
City of Peking from China and Japan state 
that the King of Corea has iuemoralized 
the Chinese Government to relieve him of 
his kingly otfiee and substitute a Governor- 
Generalsbip for the Kingdom. M isunder­ 


stood that his Majesty lias been moved to 
this measure by inability to control the 
discordant political elements that surround 
him. 
St. Helena and Vicinity. 
St. H elena, April 4th.—Mr. Wilder and 
party left here to-day for San Francisco. 
They have been engaged for several months 
in boring for artesian water on Mrs. Pope’s 
place, and had reached a depih of 700 ifeet. 
The result was partially satisfactory. 
Vineyard work is slow hereabouts, owing 
to the dryness of the surface of the ground. 
Everybody is praying for rain. 
Warehouses are being extensively talked 
of in this valley. 
The question of a new charter or the old 
charter comes to a vote next Monday. The 
venerable Dr. Crane works valiantly for the 
old charter, as usual. 
Yuba to Have a Fair. 
M a r y s v il l e , April 4 th .—The Directors 
of the Thirteenth District Agricultural So­ 
ciety held their annual meeting on Satur­ 
day evening and elected the following offi­ 
cers; D. E Knight, Presideut; M. Mar­ 
cuse, Vice-President; T. J. Sherwood, Sec­ 
retary : J. J. Shaffer, Treasurer. They re­ 
solved to hold a fair in Marysville, com­ 
mencing on August oOth and continuing 
five days. The State appropriation for this 
district is now $1.750, and there is $S0O in 
the Treasury, which is a credit to the man­ 
agement of the8oeiety. 
Lot» Angeles Noten. 
Los Angeles, April 4th.—District Attor­ 
ney Patton to-day resigned his otfiee on 
account of failing health, and J. R. Dupuy 
was appointed. 
Judge Sharpstein was the only one of the 
Supreme Judges who arrived to-day, and 
so the session will not begin until to­ 
morrow. 
The Health Officer reports ninety-four 
deaths during the month of March, of 
which nine were from small-pox. 
The City Council to-dav passed a resolu­ 
tion that the electric roads hereafter built 
be compelled to place their wires under 
the ground, and not on poles.

A LABOR VICTORY. 
Cincinnati Relieved to Have Elected a 
“ L abor” Mayor. 
Cincinnati, April 4th.—The most inter­ 
esting, uncertain and surprising election 
for years was that ot to-day. At this writ­ 
ing (9 P. m .) the best experts in forecasting 
results are at a loss and give their estimates 
with many reservations to cover the com­ 
ing returns. The uncertainty all arises 
from the unexpectedly large vote for the 
Labor party, and front it* distribution. It 
was at first thought that this party would 
draw its strength more from the Democrats 
than from the Republicans, but the returns 
now in show heavy drafts in Republican 
districts, especially in German quarters. 
The Eleventh Ward, a German wartl, and 
hitherto a Republican stronghold, has been 
carried to-day by the Labor party. There 
are 165 precincts in the city. Of these, 34 
have been heard front, and they show a 
Republican loss of 470 on the vote for 
Comptroller a year ago, when the Republi­ 
can majority was 6,280. Assuming that 
the same rate of loss will be maintained in 
the precincts yet to hear from, the Repub­ 
lican candidate for Mayor will be elected 
by a plurality of about 4,000. But, as be­ 
fore hinted, it is unsafe to make estimates, 
as the vote is so i rregular. 
LATER—TÍIE LABOR CANDIDATE PROBARLA’ 
ELECTED. 
Cincinnati, April 4th—II r. m.—The 
Board of Elections has just completed the 
footing on the head of the ticket, which 
shows W. H. Stevenson, the Labor candi­ 
date for Mayor to be elected by ten votes. 
The figures are : Stevenson, 17,114 ; Smith 
(Rep.), 17,404; Matson (Deni.), 11,5-47. 
They have returns from all precincts in tlie 
city. Of course, with sucli a result, the 
official count will have to be awaited for 
the real verdict. An inspection of the vote 
indicates that the remainder of the ticket 
will be Republican, except the Judge of 
the Police Court.

When the crowd had thinned 
out considerably Sheedv introduced him to 
the Presideut, remarking that they had 
heard that lie (the President) was getting 
oat oi condition, and they thought they 
would recommend that he try Sullivan's 
administration. The President replied, as 
he looked the champion over, that he 
thought one or two blows would 
be enough for him. Sullivan, when 
he came out, remarked to a reporter that 
the President was in very fair condition for 
a man who does not exercise, lie said: 
“ He ain’t as fat as he was. No, I guess 
not. To thin the flesh down is to take 
four Tuikish baths a week and be well 
rubbed down.” Sheedy had taken Sulli­ 
van up to make a little speech to the Pres­ 
ident, but the champion appeared greatly 
embarrassed, and simply mumbled bis re­ 
gards. 
WARRING CLERGY. 
Aud Now a Western Pritst Defies Hi* 
Arclihfohop. 
St. Louis, April 4th.—Catholic circles 
are agitated here over the recent action of 
Archbishop Kerriek in ousting Father 
O’Leary from the diocese. Ever si net the 
strike on the Gould system, a year ago, 
Father O'Leary and the Arcnbishop have 
not got along well. Whether or not it was 
owing to a difference of opinion on the 
policy that should be pursued toward the 
Knights of Labor, the priest ha* been 
threatened with removal. Recently O'Leary 
applied for a letter of recommendation to 
be used during histemporary absence. In­ 
stead of this he was given an “exeat.” Is , 
a feeling of anger, he said : “ Your Grace,1 
that is not worth the paper it is written 
on.” “ If it. is not,” the Archbishop re­ 
plied, “ it will serve as an introduction to 
an exeat.” 
Never before in the West, it is said, lias a 
priest defied the authority of his superior, 
and the clergy are in a state of excitement 
over the matter, for Father O’Leary asserts 
that he will ignore the exeat, as the Arch­ 
bishop is guilty of a grave canonical blun­ 
der in giving it. He says the Archbishop 
has no authority to issue an exeat. ” I 
have been made the victim of a conspir­ 
acy,” said Father O'Leary, “ on account of 
my opposition to the Archbishop s policy 
with the Knights of Labor during the 
Gould strike. This exeat, if enforced, will 
relieve me from iurther duties in the 
Church.” Father O'Leary has been a priest 
for four years, and is a great church build­ 
er, having erected five churches in the 
State. That the Archbishop will assert his 
authority there is said to be no doubt and 
the outcome is looked for with great inter­ 
est aud concern._______ 
Death of a Noted Woman. 
New York, April 1th.—Miss Catherine 
Lorillard Wolfe, daughter of the late John 
David Wolfe, an old-time hardware mer­ 
chant of this city, died this morning, aged 
60 years. Her mother was a daughter of 
Peter Lorillard. the elder. She was proba­ 
bly the richest unmarried woman in the 
United States, her father having died in 
1872, leaving her sole heir to his immense 
estate. She devoted nearly all her time to 
charity. She was also a great patron of art 
and literature, her residence being stocked 
with works ot famous painters, rare books 
and costly bric-a-brac. Among the most 
prominent of her charitable deeds were the 
building of the Newsboys' Lodging-house, 
Grace House, in the rear of Grace Church, 
and the American Chapel, at Rome, which 
cost $25.000. 
Miss Wolfe’s wealth may be estimated at 
$20,000.000, half of wnich is invested in 
improved real estate in the city of New 
York. 
A*klng for Low Rate*. 
Washington, April 4th. — [Special.] — 
Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, to-day pre­ 
sented to the Interstate Commission a 
memorial adopted by the Convention re­ 
cently held at Walla Walla, W. T., com­ 
posed of delegates from various Boards of 
Trade and Chambers of Commerce in Ore­ 
gon and Washington Territory, setting 
forth the unreasonable and exorbitant na­ 
ture of freight charges on railroads in 
eastern Oregon and Washington Terri tor}-, 
and praying action of the Commission in 
ordering reductions of rates to reasonable 
figures. Mitchell indorsed the memorial, 
and accompanied it with an earnest written 
argument in support of the action prayed 
for. New Rules for Yellowstone Park. 
W a sh in g to n, April 4tli.—The Secretary 
of the Interior to-day promulgated new 
rules for the government of the Yellow­ 
stone National Park. The rules prohibit 
injury to or removal of geyser formations; 
allowing stock to graze in their vicinity; 
cutting or injuring of growing timber; un­ 
necessary lighting of fires; injuring or kill­ 
ing of birds or animals; wanton destruction 
of fish ; permanent residence of any person 
in the Park ; posting of private notices, or 
the establishment of drinking saloons or 
barrooms; ontfitsof persons found hunting 
or in possession of game will be confiscated, 
and persons making themselves obnoxious 
to the officer in charge will be ejected from 
the Park. 
Death of a H um anitarian. 
Philadelphia, April 4th.—William 8. 
Peirce, Associate Judge of the Court of 
Common Pleas, died this afternoon of 
heart disease, aged 72 years. Judge Peirce 


was an early and earnest advocate of the 
emancipation of slaves, and was counsel j 
for the slaves in nearly every fugitive slave 
ease which occurred alter the Fugitive 
Slave Act of 1S50 was passed. 
The Right* of Settlers. 
W ashington, April 1th.—Commissioner 
Sparks has instructed Special Agent Dow­ 
ney, in Montana, that there must be no 
interference with settlers for taking from 
public lands wood and timber necessary 
for their family and settlement uses, but 
that special agents are expected to devote 
their time and energies to the prevention 
of timber depredations upon a large scale 
by mill men and corporations. 
Proposed Hooded Warehouse for Cali­ 
fornia Wines. 
Washington. April 4th.—The Commis­ 
sioner of internal Revenue is considering 
a proposition for the establishment of a 
special bonded warehouse for grape brandy 
in New York city to meet the convenience 
of trade. The application is made by Cal­ 
ifornia manufacturers, who represent that 
their business is increasing rapidly through­ 
out the East, and that it would be greatly 
facilitated if they were allowed to store 
iheir goods in large quantities—say 10,000 
barrels—in bond iu New York. Commis­ 
sioner Miller is disposed to grant the appli­ 
cation, provided it is shown that the busi­ 
ness in the East is really as extensive as 
represented. 
The PoMtflltUi; Commission. 
Washington, April 4ih.—Secretary Fair­ 
child will appoint the Commission toseieet 
a site for the San Francisco Postoffice this 
week. The Secretary declines to say who 
will be appointed, but the President has 
taken a deep interest in the Commission, 
and the Secretary will name men whom 
the President has chosen. Last week 
Cleveland sent in a list of men whom he 
thought should be appointed, to the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, and the latter will 
undoubtedly tollow Cleveland’s sugges­ 
tions. Mayor Pond may be chosen as the 
head of the Commission. 
Distressed Texas. 
Chicago, April 4th.—The Times' Morgan, 
Texas, special says: News has been re­ 
ceived here that a very destructive fire is 
raging in the cedar brakes on the Brazos 
river ten miles east of the city. The fire 
started ut the mouth ot I.aing’s creek Tues­ 
day murning ami spread rapidly. All the 
timber on the Midland andCborinu leagues, 
amounting to 20,000 aeres, lias been de­ 
stroyed, and several houses have been 
burned. The damage is already $400,000, 
and the lire is still spreading rapidiy. 
New York’* Itoodlr- Aldermen. 
New York, April 4th.—Touching the 
trial of the next boodle Alderman, District 
Attorney Martine says: “ We are in the 
very best condition financially and physi 
cally to go ahead. Of my contingent fund 
of $25,000 for this vear about $11,000 lias 
been spent.

the firm and owning an undivided interest 
in the firm, he could not steal or embezzle 
from himself, and in the eyes of the law he 
hat simply overdraw bis accounts. 
A Patent Issued.

ERIN’S “ Bi.TE NO IK.” 
An Irish Journal Rake* up Rairour’* 
Family Record. 
D ublin, April 4th.—The feeling through­ 
out Ireland against Balfour seems to be 
growing daily, and from every hand is seen 
evidences of popular discontent. The lat­ 
ter is so marked and so bitter that should 
England become involved in a foreign war 
Ireland would doubtless open her coast to 
the invading power—be it French or Rus­ 
sian—and would almost rise in arms against 
the British Government. The feeling 
against Chief Secretary Balfour has been 
intensified by the publication of his family 
record in the Freeman's Journal. It states 
that his father secured the eviction of 500 
crofters from a district in the Scotch High­ 
lands, throwing them homeless and penni­ 
less on the world in order that he might 
convert the glens thus depopulated into 
sheep walks and deer forests. From this 
the Journal concludes that the Chief Secre­ 
tary will (trove to be no half-hearted evictor. 
BRUTALITY IN CUBA. 
The Crime Lir VViiicliThree Desperadoes 
W ere I’ublicly Shot. 
Santiago de Cuba. March 26th.—Three 
fiends in human form were shot this after­ 
noon on the outskirts of the city, at a place 
made famous by the shooting of the crew 
of the Virginios. The men were two mu- 
lattoes, Juan Jique and Juan Gomez, 
and an Indian named Juan Cocarras. 
They surprised the driver of a train of 
cocoa-laden pack mules and his assistant, 
a mere lad. cut them down with machetas 
(long, sword-like knives), tied them to 
trees and practiced upon them shocking 
and revolting cruelties in American Indian 
fashion, until they were dead. They sold 
the cocoa for $638 and turned the mules 


loose. Thty were captured and sentenc'd 
to be shot. The ease was stubbornly 
fought, going finally to the Queen, who re­ 
fused to pardon them. 
Last night Gomez ¡nade a public confes­ 
sion, acknowledging that he had killed ten 
men, and that lie was ready to die. that hi» 
mother had seven sons more like him, who 
would avenge his death. Murdering pro­ 
clivities in that family are hereditary. The 
father was one of Cuba's most notorious 
murderers. The prisoners were taken out 
by the military ami placrd kneeling, wi'L 
iheir faces to the slanghter-house wn!!. 
Several thousand people surrounded tho 
military lines and looked on. Gomez, the 
leader, spoke np and said : 
“ My mother has seven sons, and I an* 
the most cowardly of all for allowing my­ 
self to be killed before so many people. 
Sir priest, give me a drink of rum.” 
He got his drink. At the first voliey 
from the firing party of twenty-four all fell, 
shot through Ihe head and body. Gomea 
rolled over as if in pain, and two more 
bullets were put into him. The Indian 
still showed a little life, and a soldier coolly 
stepped to tho front and deliberately fired 
a bullet through his head. The cart came 
in for the bodies, and ail was over. 
TROUBLE IN SOUTH AMERICA. 
Vending Hostilities Between the Brltisli 
and Venezuela. 
New Y ork, April 4th.—Advices from 
Cuba to the 26th of March say : News just 
received by the Spanish steamer Villa 
Verde, from Venezuela, reports stirring 
times there. Three British men-of-war 
are in the harbor of Puerto Caballa, the 
port of Carneas, the Venezuelan Capital. 
The British Minister has left the Capital, 
and is on board one of the war-ships. The 
diplomatic relations between the British 
and Venezuelan Governments have been 
severed. The complications arc due to the 
imprisonment of English sailors and citi­ 
zens in 1883 without just cause, inter­ 
mixed with the question of boundaries be 
tween British Guiana and Venezuela. Sir 
William Robertson, British Minister at 
Caracas, demanded satisfaction and the re­ 
lease of the sailors and passengers of the 
English vessels Henrietta and Josephine, 
and later demanded compensation from 
Venezuela, but without result. In October 
last the English Government demanded 
an instant reply. The matter was again 
brought before the Government of Vene­ 
zuela at Caracas, but as no satisfaction 
could be obtained, diplomatic relations 
were severed, as before stated. A royal 
mail steamer has been dispatched to one 
of the British islands for troops. Vene­ 
zuela considers that a dire crisis is at hand. 
They had refused tovield when tlie steamer 
Villa Verde sailed. 
SHE ALSO DEMANDS A SETTLEMENT FROM 
HAYTI. 
Santiago de Cuba. March 26th.—Great 
Britain lias demanded $1,000,000 of Hayti. 
as a settlement iu full of old demands. 
Failing in its immediate payment, she 
wants Totugas Island, which lies off the 
north coast of Havti. The island is some 
thirty miios long, and is well wooded and 
watered. It is inhabited by a small fishing 
population. The settlement of the claims 
has been intrusted to special Commissioner 
Clement Hill, who is at presenten board 
the war ship Canada, awaiting final adjust­ 
ment.

CALIFORNIA HOME RULE. 


tine week from to-day the people will 
be called upon to vote upon three pro­ 
posed amcidments to the Constitution. 
Two of these amendments have been de 
bated at length in these columns. 
Amendment “ number three ” provides 
that any city of over 100,000 population 
may, through the agency of a Board of 
freeholders elected by the people, frame : 
charter for its government, which, if ap 
proved by the Legislature, shall he the 
organic law of such municipality. Amend­ 
ments to such a charter can be made bv 
the people at intervals of not less than two 
years, on a three-fifths vote, and on ap­ 
proval by the Legislature. Cities of over 
10,000 population and under 100,000 may 
make and amend charters in precisely like 
manner. 
The amendment should be adopted, for 
it is in the direction of municipal reform. 
It is a species of home rule, bringing gov- 
eminent nearer to the people. The closer 
such approach, the better, safer and purer 
the rule of the people by the people. 
It 
may be set down as an axiom that most of 
the evils in city charters, and flowing from 
them, are chargeable to legislative inter­ 
ference. 
Why should not the people of 
cities govern themselves by regulations of 
their own adoption, not inconsistent witli 
the Constitution and the general laws ? 
We have yet to hear a single substantial 
reason advanced in the negative; and, in 
fact, there are no good reasons to be found 
against the proposition about to be voted 
upon. 
It is simply a wise scheme for tak­ 
ing the legislative grip from the throat of 
municipal corporations. 
lie is indeed an 
ignorant man who does not know that 
under the present system there is no 
city in the State that is not placed 
at the mercy of legislative whim, and the 
caprice and vieousness of the lobby. The 
man who owns property in a city has no 
security whatever against legislative tink­ 
ering with municipal regulations that may 
reduce the value of his property, or render 
its possession undesirable. 
Treating of the subject of municipal 
misgovemment, Mr. Amos K. Fiske in a 
recent paper in the Forum well said that 
the assumption of control by the State 
over municipal matters complicates in­ 
stead of removing the evils of city mis- 
government. 
Referring to the history of 
legislative interference in New York he 
said : 
“ City politicians, intent upon re­ 
taining or increasing their power to con­ 
trol and distribute for their own advantag 
the patronage of municipal government, 
made alliances with county politicians to 
secure their ends by an interchange ol 
favors. 
This was made comparatively 
easy by the ignorance of rural legislators 
of the real needs and conditions of the 
administration of affairs in great cities, 
their lack of a sense of direct responsibility 
iu the matter, and their readiness to he 
persuaded that city populations were in­ 
capable of self-government, and would be 
benefited by the supervision of State 
authority. 
They were ready to give the 
benefit of their wisdom and disinterested­ 
ness—for a consideration. 
For years the 
plunder of the city of New York has been 
shared between its own politicians and 
those of the State.” 
The essential element in good muni­ 
cipal government is the power of the 
citizens to legislate for themselves. 
This 
is precisely what amendment 
number 
three proposes they may do in California. 
Such supervision as is provided for on the 
part of the Legislature is simply that of 
ratification or condemnation of the charter 
the people may adopt, the amendment 
specifically providing that the Legislature 
shall not amend, reform or modify in any 
way any of the provisions of the charter 
submitted. The amendment really takes 
cities from their knees at the bar of the 
Legislature, and gives them jiower to pro­ 
vide for streets, walks, parks, police, sani­ 
tation, public improvements, and all the 
minor details of local administration, 
without being compelled to appeal to the 
legislature for special Acts. 
Above all, 
it puts it without the power of any schem­ 
ing class to procure legislation that will 
promote private 
ambition or political 
knavery in any matter relating to muni­ 
cipal government 


communistic fallacies. 
The Democracy 
has gone into the gutter along with Carter 
Harrison and the gamblers and municipal 
patronage brokers ; the Republican party 
tands firm footed above the pave battling 
for common decency and the inalienable 
rights of men. 
In truth, the struggle in 
Chicago to-day is one in which the whole 
land is interested. 
It is the first fair, 
square, open battle for power between 
misrule, European long-haired 
greasv- 
collared 
beer-guzzling 
socialism, 
and 
the order-loving, right-respecting, law- 
fearing elements of society. 
As the Inkr- 
Ocean recently put it, tlie issue to-day in 
Chicago “ is a question for the considera­ 
tion of those who have heavy investments 
in Chicago; of those who have staked their 
all iu enterprises here; for those who have 
put money into buildings or into real es­ 
tate ; for those who have invested their all 
in manufactures; for all those who own 
their own homes, or who have incurred 
debt to come into the possession of homes; 
for all those interested individually or col­ 
lectively in the city that is to be their 
home.”

COMMERCIAL 
NOTICES. 


The flood of “ notices” that is sweep­ 
ing over the country just now, notifying 
consumers that they must pay from 5 to 
300 per cent, more than heretofore for 
many necessaries of life, “ owing to the 
passage of the interstate commerce bill,” 
will have a tendency to make the people 
ask themselves “ For what did Congress 
do this thing?” 
In fact, a good many 
dealers and manufacturers are sending out 
these notices who are not justified in doing 
so. They are seeking to profit out of the 
entry upon a new system that is as yet 
largely conjectural as to its results. Many 
have reason to announce an increase in 
prices; as large, if not a larger, number 
have no reason to do so. The tiling to do 
just now is to “ keep cool;” give the Com­ 
mission “ a c h a n c e le t it be clearly deter­ 
mined whether it will fly in the face of all 
commercial usage and wisdom, or relax, as 
it may, the rigor of the' letter of the law, 
and recognize the competitive relations that 
must exist where ship and car meet. Of 
this we feel convinced—the people will 
not permit any legislation to do the coun­ 
try harm very long. If the interstate 
commerce bill is best for the people, it 
will stand; if, as we believe, it is ill- 
advised and injurious to material inter­ 
ests, it tvill not be maintained. Of an­ 
other thing we feel conviction—tbat the 
transcontinental carrying companies are 
honestly endeavoring to comply with the 
law without attempting to make its oper­ 
ation obnoxions by harshly applying its 
provisions. Out of trial the best will be 
evolved, else the scheme of self-govern­ 
ment is a failure, and men are incapable of 
providing for their ordinary needs.

L e t the workers who are striking right 
and left for better wages get them if they 
can, though we deplore their methods and 
abhor strikes. For a high wage and a good 
day’s labor ; for honest work and good pay 
we stand ; but let American workingmen, 
who are better and more Happily situated 
than any others in the world, glance at the 
report of Commercial Agent Smith, lo­ 
cated by our Government at Mayence, 
Germany. 
He shows that wages of adults 
range from $1 50 to §4 50 a week, the av 
erage being less than 50 cents a day. The 
cost of living, for the same kind and qual­ 
ity of food, is no lower than h ere; but 
force of circumstances compels the work­ 
ing people to content themselves with a 
grade of living far below the American 
standard. 


T h e Board of Trade of Oakland has in­ 
dorsed Amendment Number Three, to he 
voted upon next Tuesday, which gives 
cities of 10,000 population and over the 
right to make a charter for their own gov­ 
ernment. The Board well says: “ It is of 
such importance to every city in the State 
having the required number, as well as to 
those cities and towns that expect to attain 
the population in the very near future, 
that its adoption should enlist the active 
co-operation of all.” It adds : “ The State 
of California is on the threshold of unpar­ 
alleled prosperity, hence our anxiety to 
secure charters broad and comprehensive.”

Resolved, That the Legislature of the State oi 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen h u n ­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution ot said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 2. The Supreme Court shall consist oi 
seven Justices. Ih e Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time ol the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices ot the eu- 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their num ber to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be m ade in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired terra. 1 he 8u 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
Depai tm ent Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall be competent to 
sit in cither department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes aud all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to tne Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham ­ 
bers, and tbe concurrence of two Justices shall 
he necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
the depaitmcnts, and may. in his d scretion. 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard aiid decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or alter judgment 
E 
renounced by a department; but where a cause 
as been a! lotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgm ert pronounced thereon, tbe order must 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
and concurred iu by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either b°fore or after judgment by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be heard in bank. 11 the 
order be not made within the time above lim ­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgment 
by a departm ent shall become final until the 
expiration of the period of thirty viays a oré- 
said. unless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court in 
bank at any time, and shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court when 
so 
con­ 
vened.

necessary to pronounce a judgment in bank ; 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall hear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court ia bank, or in 
departments, sha:l be given in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be staled. The 
Chief Justice may sit in eitHfr department, and 
shaU preside when so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
their number as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select o -e of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! the Chief Justice curing 
such nb-ence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eight* en 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­ 
mission may be continued for sueh time 
thereafter 
as may

The members thereof and Secretary shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided; and such Com­ 
missioners shall be subject to removal in like 
manner as Judges of the Supreme Court. Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by a depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission In the same man- 
re r they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may l>e ordered heard in bank in 
the same way, and with like restrictions as if 
decided in department. The jud2Ínents of the 
Commission snail be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at sueh 
times and places as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as.a Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been assigned to them. 


Section 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
S ate at large, et the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers arc 
elected ; and the term of office shall be tw elve 
years from and after the firt Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at tbe general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety; and at the general elec­ 
tion held everv fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be'elected for full terms of twelve 
years, except th at in every twelfth year there­ 
after, three Justices shall Le elected ior full 
terms. If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either men­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and sueh fact is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, oce of whovi may be the Chief 
Justice in ease of the disability of a Justice, the 
ofliee of such disqualified person becomes im ­ 
mediately vacant, and he shall be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. I t a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office ot a Justice, 
tlie Governoi* shall appoint a person to hold the 
ofliee for the remainder of the unexpired term. 
The Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Justice for the unexpired term of the 
late Chief Justice.

B o ard o f Supervisors.

Grove L. Johnson appeared before the 
Board and tiled a protest against granting 
the petition of A. J. Stevens and others for 
a new road near McConnell’s station. Con­ 
tinued until next Friday, at 10 a. m. 
A petition oí W. A. Johnston and others, 
for the passage of an ordinance prohibiting 
horses and cattle roaming at large on the 
road in Road District No. 12—leading from 
Courtland to Sacramento. 
Granted, and 
E. A. Springstead appointed Poundkeeper. 
A petition of J. Everson et a!., {¡raying 
the Board to adopt a Pound Ordinance in 
San Joaquin township, was read and re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Roads and 
Bridges. 
N. D. Hawk appeared and requested, on 
behalf of residents of Road District No. 
12, that the Board donate $.500 to assist in 
grading the Freeport road. D. T. Bulkins 
also urged the donation. On motion of 
Mr. Ross, the Board agreed to donate the 
$000 when the residents of the district 
shall have raised $1,250 for the perform­ 
ance of tiie improvement referred to. 
N. D. Hawk, Overseer of Koad District 
No. 12; A. Opeley, ot Road District No. 14; 
A. B. Bryant, of Koad District No. 10. and 
P. M. Robinson, of District No. 9, filed 
their reports, which were referred to the 
Committee on Roads and Bridges.
